Laudance's mother, at the Alter street
home, is happy in the honor nerorded
her son. She was born in Lithuania
and scarcely realizes how her son be-
ecame one of the honored fifteen of her
new home. -

ac a teamster. At that time he had not
reached hia eighteenth birthday, but as
scon ns the United States declared war
he joined the Third Regiment, which
was conducting an actlve recruiting
campaign.

That was the last his family saw of
bim. He never visited his home while
{u training, but wrote frequent letters
telling his mother and sister of the
wonders that were opening up for him.

Then he went to France. The letters
were written just as often, but rome-
times it wns months between the times
they were received here.
